NOTE. 

Explanatory  op  ma  b^ 

The  misrepresentation  so  frequently  and  maliciously  made  of  this  passage, 
calls  for  an  explanatory  note;  and  indeed,  its  form  seems  apparently  to 
substantiate  the  scandal  which  the  revilers  of  Judaism  hare  endeavoured  to 
attach  to  it ;  the  following  however,  will  set  this  matter  in  its  true  light,  and 
thus  remove  the  stain  which  malevolence,  as  well  as  ignorance,  has  endeavoured 
to  affix  to  the  nation. 

All  the  expressions  employed  in  this  formula  have  a  direct  reference  to 
those  vows  and  devoted  consecrations  for  holy  purposes,  which  are  expressed 
in  the  Pentateuch,  at  the  end  of  Leviticus,  and  in  Numbers  xxx.  These  have 
all  sacred  relations :  that  is  to  say,  either  with  respect  to  the  Divinity  himself, 
as  devoting  one's  self  to  his  service,  or  the  offering  some  sacrifice,  or  the  vow 
of  privation  from  any  luxury,  &c.  in  all  of  which,  the  oath  or  vow  operates 
solely  on  the  individual,  without  any  connection  with  or  relation  to  any  other 
person,  and  only  affects  his  own  conscience,  and  his  conduct  towards  the  Deity. 
Now  as  man  is  prone  to  rashness,  and  thence  liable  to  put  forth  vows,  which 
from  their  nature,  it  becomes  either  impossible,  or  extremely  inconvenient  for 
him  to  perform;  a  mode  of  release  has  been  instituted — the  Oral  Law, 
whereby  the  person  may  be  absolved  on  declaring  the  particulars  of  his  vow 
before  three  Rabbies,  or  respectable  persons,  and  expressing  his  contrition 
on  that  account ;  according  to  certain  regulations  laid  down  in  the  Talmud, 
found  on  the  like  power  given  to  the  husband  and  father  in  Numbers  xlii. 
The  formula,  here  recited,  has  been  instituted  to  provide  against  the 
consequence  of  such  vows,  which  a  man  may  rashly  make  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  which  he  may  neglect,  forget,  or  find  impossible  to  perform ;  and 
therefore  the  three  Rabbins  are  at  the  reading  desk  at  the  time  this  formula 
is  chaunted  by  the  Reader,  for  that  purpose. 

Now  it  is  evident,  that,  notwithstanding  all  the  malicious  interpretations 
given  to  this  passage,  nothing  in  this  formula  can  operate  on  any  oath  pending 
between  man  and  man :  on  the  contrary,  it  is  an  expressed  sentiment  in  the 
Talmud,  that  "oaths  can  only  be  dissolved,  which  a  man  may  make  to  bind 
his  own  person ;  but  those  which  exist  between  him  and  his  neighbour,  cannot 
be  dissolved  without  the  concurrence  of  the  other  party/'  much  less  can  this 
affect  any  oath  administered  in  a  court  of  justice;  for  even  the  Rabbinical 
Code  of  Law  depends,  very  considerably,  upon  the  evidence  of  an  oath,  and 
that  in  a  degree  superior  and  more  decisive  than  any  other  code.  Any  idea 
therefore,  of  this  formula  being  able  to  dissolve  such  oaths,  would  then  be 
subversive  of  a  principal  pillar  in  their  judicial  court;  the  supposition  of 
which  ii  impossible.

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  and  blessed  be  Lis 
glorious  name;  for  he  hath  been  wonderfully  kind  to  Ms 
servant.  Wherewith  shall  I  come  before  the  most  High  God  ? 

If  the 
mountains  were  altars,  and  all  the  wood  of  Lebanon  laid  in 
order  thereon ;  and  if  all  the  beasts,  both  wild  and  domestic

Neither  hath  thy  servant  aught  to  honour  thee,  or  to 
render  thee  recompense  for  thy  tender  mercy ;  for  thou  hast 
been  exceedingly  good  to  me,  and  increased  thy  kindness  to 
me  :  I,  therefore,  am  greatly  indebted  to  thee,  for  the  good 
thou  hast  done  unto  me;  for  thou  wast  not  bound  to  be 
bountiful   to  me,  for  all  the  good  thou  didst  to  me  was  not

I  will  build  an.  altar  with  my  contrite 
heart,  and  will  also  humble  my  spirit  within  me.  My 
haughty  heart,  and  the  haughtiness  of  mine  eyes,  will  I 
humble;  and  rend  my  heart  because  of  the  Lord;  the  shreds 
of  my  spirit  are  thy  sacrifices ;  0  may  they  be  accepted 
favourably  upon  thine  altar.  I  will  also  loudly  proclaim 
thy  praise,  and  declare  all  thy  wonders;  whatsoever  my 
soul  knoweth,  will  I  compose  and  will  speak  of,  and  declare 
thy  mighty  acts.  But,  what  praise  can  1  arrange,  when  I 
know  not  aught,  nor  am  able  to  express  any  thing ;  for  his 
greatness  is  unsearchable,  and  his  understanding  is  infinite. 
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He  is  wise  of  heart,  and  who  is  like  him?  his  excellent 
power  we  cannot  find  out ;  performer  of  great  things,  and 
abundance  of  tremendous  things;  for  thou  art  great,  and 
performest  wonderous  things  without  number,  and  that  are 
unsearchable,  and  unknown;  for  they  cannot  be  explored. 
Where  is  the  eye  that  can  testify  of  thee?  Or  the  mouth 
that  can  speak  of  thee?  No  living  creature  can  see  thee, 
nor  can  any  heart  know  thee.  What  praise  can  they  arrange 
before  thee  ?  Even  thy  ministering  angels  cannot  see  thee ; 
neither  can  the  wise  of  heart  find  thee.  Thou  alone 
knowest  thy  praise;  and  there  is  none  besides  thee  that 
knoweth  thy  power.  No  one  knows,  besides  thee,  the  praises 
that  are  proper  to  honour  thee  with.  We  must,  nevertheless, 
endeavour  to  praise  thee  suitably,  and  conformably  to  thy 
holiness,  honour,  and  greatness,  from  the  mouth  of  all, 
according  to  their  power,  and  comformably  to  the  understanding 
which  thou  hast  endowed  them  with.  The  heavens  acknowledge 
thy  wonders,  and  the  voice  of  the  mighty  waters 
glorify  thee.  The  whole  earth  shouts  unto  thee,  and  the 
kings  of  the  earth  praise  thee.  All  the  nations  likewise 
return  thanks  unto  thee,  and  all  the  people  praise  thee. 
All  the  seed  of  thy  servant  Jacob,  because  thy  merciful 
kindness  hath  been  great  towards  them ;  all  together  praise 
the  name  of  the  Lord ;  for  thou,  0  God,  art  the  God  of 
truth,  and  the  Eternal  King. 
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Tins  >3S1  But  verily,  I  am  thy  servant,  the  son  of  thine 
handmaid ;  I  will  speak  of,  and  declare  thy  mighty  works. 
I  will  express  part  of  the  ways  of  thy  praise ;  but  thy  works 
are  so  wonderful,  who  can  utter  them  ?  It  is  not  possible  to 
write  thine  estimation  in  a  book,  much  less  to  declare  thy 
praises,  which  are  numberless,  for  the  essence  of  God  cannot 
be  comprehended ;  nor  can  the  perfection  of  the  Almighty 
be  limited.  Lo,  his  understanding  is  infinite,  and  the 
number  of  his  years  cannot  be  explored;  neither  is  there 
any  number  to  thy  angels  ;  for  the  signal  of  thy  glory  is 
among  thy  hosts.     Where  is  the  eye  that  can  testify  of  thee ; 
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for  no  living  creature  hath  ever  seen  the  presence  of  thy 
glory?  Lo,  the  wise  and  intelligent  know  it  not;  how, 
then,  can  I  arrange  that  which  I  do  not  know  ?  If  a  man 
should  say,  I  will  offer  to  him  the  full  quantity  of  his  praise  ; 
I  will  comprehend  the  end  of  his  praise ;  such  a  one's  spirit 
is  not  steadfast  with  God.  He  must  be  swallowed  up, 
because  he  knows  not  his  estimation ;  for  the  end  of  all  his 
discourse  is  but  the  beginning  of  the  praise  of  his  ways  :  but 
I  am  not  so  inclined,  nor  will  I  suffer  my  lips  to  sin.  I  will 
declare  to  my  brethren,  a  part  of  the  ways  of  God ;  and 
will  inform  Israel  what  God  hath  wrought ;  as  it  is  written, 
Say  ye  unto  God,  How  terrible  are  thy  works,  0  God  ! 
And  thou  hast  said,  This  people  whom  I  have  formed  for 
myself,  shall  recount  the  praise  of  my  name.  In  Egypt,  I 
performed  my  wonders,  that  ye  might  declare  my  prodigies. 
Verily,  I  who  am  thy  servant,  will  declare  what  I  shall  find 
written  in  the  book ;  for  my  soul  shall  praise  the  might  of 
thy  works,  and  my  inward  parts,  thy  holy  name.  I  will  bless 
thee  in  all  my  undertakings ;  and  with  all  my  heart  will  I 
return  thanks  to  the  Lord ;  my  throat  and  my  mouth  also 
will  I  fill  with  thy  praise,  and  thy  exaltation.  For  my  mouth 
shall  declare  thy  praise,  and  thy  glory  all  the  day.  I  will 
speak  of  the  might  of  thy  tremendous  acts,  and  talk  of  thy 
wondrous  works.  I  will  make  mention  of  thy  goodness,  and 
thy  righteousness,  thy  tender  kindness,  and  thy  mighty  acts ; 
for  I  know  that  thou  art  great,  and  exceedingly  exalted 
above  all  gods.  Lo,  they  cannot  render  a  recompense  to 
those  who  serve  them  ;  wherefore,  then,  do  they  adorn  them  ? 
In  the  time  of  distress,  they  pray  unto  them,  but  they 
answer  them  not,  because  they  cannot  profit  them;  they 
seek  with  all  their  heart  that  which  hath  no  spirit  in  it  (the 
idols) ;  but  the  Lord  is  near  to  the  people  (Israel),  who  are 
near  to  him  ;  for  all  the  gods  of  the  nations  are  dumb  idols, 
there  is  no  spirit  in  them.  But  he  who  hath  formed  all,  he 
?  s  our  God ;  he  hath  made  us ;  we  are  the  people  of  his 
pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  hand :  we  will  bless  his  name, 
for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  When  we  were  in  exceeding 
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great  distress,  thou  wast  found  of  us  ;  for  thou  hast  not 
forsaken  those  who  seek  thee ;  thy  praise  shall  therefore  be 
continually  in  our  mouths,  and  we  will  praise  thy  glorious 
name.  By  thy  works  thou  dost  bear  witness  of  thyself,  and 
of  thy  glory ;  as  also  of  thy  ministers,  and  thy  servants ; 
for  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  thy  glory ;  and  thy  glory  is  all 
over  the  earth.  And  our  ancestors  made  choice  of  thee,  to 
serve  thee  alone,  and  not  admit  any  strange  god.  with  thee  ; 
we  will  also  serve  thee  only ;  we  will  serve  thee,  as  a  son 
serveth  his  father,  and  will  honour  thee.  Lo,  we  are  ready, 
all  of  us  together,  both  day  and  night,  with  our  mouths,  and 
our  heart,  to  testify  of  thy  unity,  and  that  thou  alone  art 
our  God.  Thou  art  our  God,  and  we  are  thy  servants,  and 
the  witnesses  of  thy  unity  :  there  is  no  commencement  to 
thy  existence;  nor  is  there  any  end  to  it.  Thou  art  the 
first  and  the  last,  without  beginning  or  end ;  and  which  it  is 
not  for  heart  to  conceive.  There  is  no  limit  to  thy  exaltation, 
nor  any  end  to  the  depth  of  thy  attributes.  There  is  no 
enclosure  about  thee,  nor  is  there  any  extremity  to  thee; 
it  is,  therefore,  that  no  living  creature  could  ever  see  thee ; 
we  cannot  attribute  locality  to  thee,  for  length  and  breadth 
cannot  comprehend  thee.  There  is  no  angle  to  intersect 
thee,  nor  can  any  diameter  be  applied  to  thee :  there  is  no 
wisdom  can  know  thee ;  nor  can  any  knowledge  reach  thee. 
No  knowledge  can  comprehend  thee,  nor  any  intelligence 
can  understand,  or  know  aught  of  thee ;  or  how  thou  didst 
create  all  from  nought.

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D3fcS  Verily,  I  know  that  thou  art  the  God  of  Jacob,  and 
that  thou  hast  formed  all.  Thou  art  the  Creator ;  but  thou 
wast  not  created.  Thou  art  the  Former ;  but  thou  wast  not 
formed.  Thou  dost  kill,  and  seest  the  consummation  of  all 
things.  Thou  bringest  down  to  the  grave,  and  thou  also 
bringest  up  again.  Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead, 
as  thou  hast  made  known  by  the  hands  of  thy  prophets. 
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But  thou  who  art  the  living  God,  wilt  never  die :  for  thou 
existest  from  eternity  to  eternity.  Thou  dost  bring  to  the 
birth,  and  causest  to  bring  forth ;  but  thou  wast  not  brought 
forth.  Thou  dost  wound,  and  dost  heal ;  but  wast  never  sick. 
Death  and  sorrow  are  not  in  thy  presence ;  sleep  and  slumber 
are  not  in  thine  eyes.  Verily,  thou  art  the  living  God,  eternal, 
and  unchangeable.  Thou  wilt  ever  be  unchangeable,  and  shalt 
never  be  degraded  from  thy  divinty :  new  and  old  cannot 
reach  thee :  for  thou  didst  renovate  all,  but  wast  not  renovated. 
Old  age,  or  childhood,  cannot  be  applied  to  thee,  nor  grey  hairs, 
nor  youth :  neither  have  joy,  or  sorrow  ever  rested  on  thee ; 
nor  the  likeness  of  any  form  or  size.  For  nobody  can 
encompass  thee ;  nor  canst  thou  be  likened  to  any  thing 
breathing :  but  thou  hast  encompassed  all  creatures  with  a 
boundary,  from  their  beginning  to  their  end.  For  all 
creatures  hast  thou  placed  within  bounds ;  and  their  appointed 
days  hast  thou  encircled  with  a  border :  but  there  are  no 
bounds  to  thee,  thy  days,  and  years  are  endless.  Thou  therefore 
hast  no  need  of  any;  but  all  have  need  of  thy  bountiful 
hand  and  tender  mercy ;  all  have  need  of  thy  righteousness, 
but  thou  hast  no  need  of  thy  creatures.  Before  any  created 
being  was  formed,  thou  didst  exist  alone,  and  wast  not  in 
want  of  aught.  The  beginning  and  end  of  all  things  are 
arranged  in  thy  hand ;  thou  art  the  life  of  them,  and  they 
adhere  to  thy  will ;  even  all  that  were  at  the  beginning,  and 
that  will  be  at  the  end.  Thou  art  fully  acquainted  with 
all  the  works  of  all  creatures,  their  words,  and  imaginations, 
from  the  beginning  unto  the  end,  and  wilt  not  forget  them, 
for  thou  art  near  them.  Thou  didst  create  them,  and  thy 
wisdom  didst  arrange  them :  thou  alone,  therefore,  knowest 
their  place  and  their  way.  Lo,  there  is  nothing  hid  from 
thee,  but  all  is  arranged  before  thee ;  there  is  no  darkness, 
refuge,  or  hiding-place  to  flee  to  and  hide  one's  self  from 
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thy  presence.    What  thou  seekest  thou  canst  instantly  find 
when  thou  desirest,  without  inclining  towards  them  ;  for 
thou  dost  see  all  things  at  once,  and  performest  all  thyself, 
without    being    wearied.     For,   in  one  moment  dost  thou 
pass  the  decree  upon  all  nations,  and  all  mankind  together ; 
and  in  a  moment  dost  thou  distinctly  hear  their  voices,  cries, 
prayers,  and  supplications.     Thou  dost  also  comprehend  all 
their  works,  and  in  a  moment  dost  search  all  their  hearts. 
Thou  art  not  long  in  forming  thy  thoughts,  nor  tarriest  in 
thy  counsel:  but  thy  counsel  is  instantaneously  with  thy 
decree,   to  the  appointed  time  that  thou  hast  proclaimed; 
and  all  which  is  done  in  perfect  truth  and  rectitude,  without 
redundancy  or  deficiency.     Nothing  is  lost  from  thee,  nor 
is  any  thing  too  difficult  for  thee ;  all  that  thou  desirest  thou 
canst  do,  and  there  is  no  one  that  is  able  to  control  thee.  The 
power  of  the  Lord  is  united  to  his  will :  and  what  the  Lord 
wills,  is  not  delayed.    There  is  nothing  hidden,  nor  concealed 
from  thee  ;   the  past  and  the  future   are  the  same  with 
thee.    Whatever    hath    been,  or  is  to  be,   all  depend  on 
thee,   and  are  all  under  thy  particular  providence.    Thou 
dost  foretell  the  new  things  and  shewest  the  secrets  of  thy 
ways  unto   thy  servants  and  messengers.    Thou  hast  no 
necessity  to  be  informed  of  any  hidden  or  secret  things ; 
because    unto    thee  every  secret  is  revealed,   before  it  is 
conceived  in  the  heart  of  any  creature.    No  heart  of  any 
creature  is  able  to  comprehend  thee, ;  nor  ought  we  to  utter 
a  reproachful  word.     Because  thou  hast  no  end,  nor  canst 
thou  be   divided  into  two;  therefore  no  heart  can  search 
thee,  nor  can  any  mouth  express  thee.    Thou  hast  no  sides, 
nor  can  space  be  attributed  to  thee.     How  far  distant  can 
any  one  fetch  his  knowledge,  to  comprehend  him  who  hath 
no    beginning    or  end  ?     His   centre,   end  and  beginning, 
are  the   same.     /  therefore,  will  restrain  my  mouth  and 
heart  from  attempting  to  search  or  investigate  him;  though 
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height  and  depth  are  applied  to  the  circle,  yet,  the  wise  and 
disengaged  heart  cannot  comprehend  it ;  much  less,  he  who 
encompasseth  all,  and  filleth  all ;  and  having  made  all,  thou 
art  all  in  all :  there  is  none  above  thee,  nor  any  under  thee  ; 
none  without  thee,  nor  any  in  the  midst  of  thee.  There  is 
neither  front  nor  back  to  thy  unity  ;  nor  is  there  any 
corporeality  to  the  essence  of  thy  unity  ;  neither1  is  there 
any  thing  separated  from  thee  in  the  midst;  nor  is  the 
most  minute  place  concealed  from  thee :  neither  art  thou 
separated  from  any,  nor  is  any  place  empty,  or  hidden  from 
thee  :  accident  and  chance  exist  not  in  thee,  nor  time, 
contention  or  reproach.  All  times  and  seasons  hast  thou 
prepared;  thou  dost  appoint  them,  and  changest  them ;  no 
knowledge  can  reach  thee,  nor  understanding  comprehend 
thee.  For  thy  attribute  is  as  thy  wisdom,  thy  understanding 
according  to  thy  greatness ;  thou  art  wise  of  thyself,  and  thy 
existence  is  of  thyself ;  nor  is  there  any  like  thee.  Except 
thy  wisdom,  there  is  no  wisdom ;  exclusive  of  thine 
understanding,  there  is  no  understanding,  nor  discretion.  Thou 
hast  portioned  the  heart  of  the  wise  with  intelligence,  and 
thy  spirit  fills  them  with  knowledge  and  understanding. 
Exclusive  of  thy  power,  there  is  no  strength ;  and  without 
thy  power  there  is  no  help.  There  is  none  truly  honourable, 
unless  thou  hast  honoured  him  ;  nor  is  there  any  truly  great, 
unless  thou  hast  exalted  him.  Every  thing  good  and  valuable 
is  from  thy  hand,  and  thou  bestowest  mercy  on  whom  thou 
pleasest ;  thy  greatness  is  unsearchable,  and  thy  understanding 
is  inscrutable.  There  is  no  true  existence  but  thine,  0  thou 
who  art  the  living  and  Almighty  God,  for  there  is  none 
besides  thee :  and  before  any  thing  was,  didst  thou  exist ; 
and  when  all  was  made,  thou  didst  fill  all.  Thy  creatures 
did  not  crush  nor  encompass  thee,  neither  did  they  diminish 
thee ;  when  thou  hadst  made  all,  thou  wast  not  divided  from 
the  midst  of  thy  work,  nor  seipaxsdedfrom  it.  When  thou 
didst  make  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  the  waters,  they 
did  neither  attract,  nor  distance  thee ;  for  no  thoughts  can 
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separate  thee ;  the  rapid  flood  cannot  overflow  thee ;  not 
can  the  mighty  wind  drive  thee ;  neither  can  any  defilement 
affect  thee ;  nor  consuming  fire  burn  thee.  There  is  no 
deficiency  in  thy  existence,  nor  redundancy  in  thy  unity  : 
as  thou  hast  been,  so  wilt  thou  ever  be;  less  or  more 
have  no  existence  in  thee :  thy  name  also  testifieth  of  thee, 
that  thou  hast  been,  art,  and  ever  wilt  be  in  all ;  thou  dost 
exist  eternally,  as  thou  hast  made  known,  and  which  wetestify ; 
for  thus  hast  thou  testified  of  thyself,  that  thou  art  he  who 
existeth  in  all,  that  all  is  thine,  and  from  thee  we  receive  all 
things ;  thy  exalted  names  bear  witness  and  testify  of  thy 
mighty  power. 


THE  UNITY  HYMN   FOR  THE  FOURTH   DAY. 

DEYiN  I  will  extol  the  God  of  my  fathers,  who  is  also  my 
God :  I  will  glorify  my  God,  who  is  my  Rock  and  my 
Redeemer.  I  will  twice  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  the 
God  of  heaven  and  earth.  He  is  the  living  God,  he  hath 
created  us ;  he  is  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob,  and  is  the 
Father  of  us  all :  he  is  our  Lord,  and  the  Lord  of  all  the 
earth  :  how  glorious  is  his  name  in  all  the  earth.  There  is 
none  like  God,  who  is  as  a  consuming  fire,  and  a  jealous 
God.  The  Lord  is  ever  true;  he  is  a  faithful  God,  he  is 
my  light,  my  salvation,  and  the  strength  of  my  life ;  all  my 
desires  centre  in  him.  He  is  the  God  of  truth ;  the  living 
God,  the  nations  and  isles  cannot  support  his  wrath :  he  is 
glorious  in  power  and  the  mightiest  in  strength ;  the  God 
of  gods,  and  the  Lord  of  lords.  My  God,  my  Maker  and 
Lord,  the  guide  of  my  youth,  my  Guardian  and  Protector,  the 
Creator  of  all  things,  and  the  Redeemer  of  Israel ;  blessed  be 
God,  the  God  of  Israel.  Creator  of  the  wind,  and  former  of 
the  mountains ;  no  thought  can  be  withheld  from  thee.  He 
is  excellent,  and  will  render  a  reward  to  the  proud,  to  the 
high  and  lofty.  He  is  mighty  ;  when  he  ariseth  to  strike 
the  earth  with  terror  in  his  wrath,  who  will  not  be  terrified 
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at  the  glory  of  his  majesty?  He  is  the  Most  High,  he 
beareth  all  that  is  under  him ;  he  is  great  in  power,  and 
performeth  great  things.  He  is  great,  and  his  name  is 
mighty  :  if  even  a  lion  roar,  who  is  not  afraid  1  My  beloved 
is  the  chief  of  ten  thousand ;  God  is  greatly  reverenced  in  the 
assembly  of  the  saints.  He,  the  Ancient  of  days,  sits  as 
Judge,  and  his  hosts  stand  at  his  right  hand,  and  on  his  left ; 
his  glory  and  his  majesty  is  on  the  children  of  his  servants  ; 
this  honour  have  all  his  pious  servants*  He  is  God,  even 
the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  and  hears  the  prayer  of 
all ;  he  is  infallible  and  just ;  he  knoweth  all  things :  the 
Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  He  is  the  sword  of  our 
excellency,  to  fight  our  battles  :  he  will  ever  have  in  mind 
the  covenant  of  the  ancient  patriarchs  ;  for  a  thousand  years 
with  him  is  but  as  yesterday.  This  is  our  God,  in  whom 
we  hope ;  the  Lord  is  our  song,  and  he  will  be  our  salvation ; 
he  is  the  portion  of  Jacob,  and  the  former  of  all ;  the  Lorcl 
is  gracious  and  merciful  to  all.  The  Lord  liveth  for  ever  • 
the  Lord  is  wise  in  secrets;  he  is  my  portion  and  my 
strength ;  he  is  good  and  beneficent,  and  teacheth  knowledge : 
he  is  too  pure  of  sight  to  behold  evil.  The  Lord  is  upright, 
and  his  word  is  perfect ;  and  he  dearly  loveth  his'  holy 
temple :  he  counsels  and  decrees,  and  who  can  frustrate 
him  ?  he  acteth  suddenly,  and  who  can  hinder  him  ?  My 
beloved  is  beautiful,  and  they  shall  see  and  behold  his 
beauty  and  goodness,  when  he  returns  to  Zion ;  he  will 
march  forth  like  a  hero  ;  like  a  mighty  warrior  will  he  rouse 
his  vengeance,  to  avenge  himself  on  his  enemies*  As  an  eagle, 
will  he  carry  his  servants  on  eagles'  wings,  and  make  the 
crooked  paths  straight ;  he  will  rush  as  a  bear  bereaved  of 
her  whelps  ;  as  a  leopard,  and  a  lion  ;  and  destroy  them  as  a 
rotten  thing,  as  a  moth,  for  his  spirit  is  as  the  flood. .  As  a 
bear  bereaved  of  her  whelps ;  as  a  leopard,  will  he  hasten 
to  perform  his  word ;  as  the  almond-rod  he  is  mighty  in  power, 
his  heart  is  as  a  fierce  lion,  and  his  spirit  as  a  mighty  flood  ; 
he  is  lofty  as  a  choice  cedar,  but  meek  as  the  green  fir-tree  : 
his  love  is  strong  as  a  flavoured  apple;  his  excellency  is 
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over  Israel.  As  the  apple-fr*^  is  conspicuous  over  the 
trees  of  the  wood,  so  is  my  beloved  with  those  who  sit  in 
the  gates  :  he  is  of  mighty  power,  and  taketh  vengeance  on 
those  who  provoke  him ;  but  is  as  the  beneficial  dew  to  Israel. 
He  is  my  cup,  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance,  and  my  lot ; 
I  am  the  inheritance  of  my  beloved,  and  my  beloved  is 
mine ;  the  Lord  is  my  glory,  I  will  not  exchange  him ;  we 
have  extolled  him,  and  he  hath  exalted  us.  He  will  rage 
as  a  lion,  and  roar  as  a  young  lion  ;  he  will  not  be  as  an 
alien,  and  as  a  man  astonished ;  as  a  shepherd  that  cannot 
deliver  his  flock,  but  leaves  them  for  a  prey ;  as  a  mighty 
man  who  hath  no  power ;  and  as  a  traveller  who  runs  and 
flees  from  place  to  place,  and  cries  bitterly.  But  he  will  be 
as  a  destroying  lion,  and  as  a  young  lion,  to  those  who 
forsake  him ;  and  as  the  devouring  moth  to  his  enemies. 
'With  his  mighty  power  will  he  destroy  them  as  the  brier  and 
the  thorn,  and  will  not  leave  them  aught  at  the  shaking  of 
the  olive-tree  He  will  break  his  enemies  in  pieces  as  the 
brier  and  the  thorn,  but  will  fly  as  the  swift  bird  to  the 
protection  of  his  city.  He  will  come  to  us  as  the  liberal 
rain,  as  the  latter  rain  and  the  dew  to  those  who  adhere  to 
him ;  as  the  eagle  hovereth  over  its  young,  and  in  the 
shadow  of  his  wings  will  he  shield  those  who  hope  in  him. 
As  'the  birds  will  he  hover  over  and  shield  his  city  ;  and  in 
the  shadow  of  his  wings  will  we  sing  joyful  songs :  the 
Lord  alone  performeth  great  and  wondrous  things,  he  is  the 
God  whose  works  are  tremendous.  My  beloved  is  like  the 
swift  hart  and  young  roe ;  for  the  God  of  mercy  will  precede 
me :  he  will  make  the  crooked  paths  straight  before  his 
people,  and  wilt  exalt  them  as  on  eagles'  wings.  The  Lord 
is  my  portion  for  ever ;  he  is  the  strength  of  my  heart,  the 
desire  of  my  flesh,  and  my  heart  is  towards  thee ;  the  Lord 
alone  performeth  great  and  wondrous  things,  and  is  great  in 
tremendous  things.  Thou  art  the  place  and  habitation  of  thy 
world ;  but  no  one  knows  thy  place :  God  is  my  fear,  my 
Shepherd,  and  Protector ;  the  Rock  who  brought  me  forth, 
my  Creator  and  Former.  He  is  my  high  and  exalted  refuge  ; 
the  name  of  the  Lord  is  as  a  strong  tower  for  me  to  flee  to  ; 
the  King  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge,  he  is  our  Lawgiver  and 
Saviour.  The  greatness  of  his  salvation  is  my  support ;  the 
Lord  God  is  my  confidence  and  my  strength ;  thy  kingdom 
is  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  thy  rule  throughout  all 
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generations.  0  that  thou  wert  as  a  brother  to  me  in'distress : 
save,  0  Lord,  for  thy  power  is  not  shortened.  He  is  the 
fountain  of  life,  the  hope  of  Israel,  I  will  not  forsake  him, 
for  God  is  my  strength.  He  is  the  shield  of  my  salvation, 
and  the  sword  of  mine  excellency.  My  soul  longeth  for  thy 
name  and  thy  memorial :  he  is  the  shield  to  all  those  who 
trust  in  him.  Happy  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  him. ' 
He  is  pure  and  amiable,  glorious  and  tremendous  :  his  name  is  % 
adorned,  and  he  is  girt  with  might:  he  is  faithful,  thestrength* 
of  Israel,  and  his  Eedeemer :  he  will  not  lie.  Happy  are  they 
who  trust  in  him.  He  is  the  strength  of  Jeshurun,  the  faithful 
God,  and  Judah  is  not  forsaken  by  his  God,  He  is  wonderful 
above  all  wonders,  and  exalted  above  all  who  are  exalted. 
My  holy  God  is  sanctified  and  reverenced ;  he  is  sure  and 
exalted:  the  Lord  is  my  signal:  he  is  an  avenging  God,  wrathful, 
and  reserveth  indignation  to  his  adversaries  and  enemies : 
he  is  an  invincible  warrior.  The  Lord  is  my  light ;  when 
his  lamp  shone  upon  my  head,  and  his  word  was  a  lamp  to 
my  feet :  the  Lord  is  my  Eock,  my  support,  and  my  stay ; 
he  bears,  pardons,  and  forgives  my  transgressions.  The  Lord 
is  my  witness,  my  Rock,  and  hiding-place ;  he  pardons  and 
supports  me  ;  he  is  my  support  and  my  hope.  The  Lord  is 
our  Rock,  and  stronghold,  our  help,  and  our  deliverance. 
He  is  strong  and  mighty;  he  is  my  strength  and  my  help. 
0  may  the  Most  High  be  my  strength,  and  not  be  mine 
enemy ;  holy  angels  encompass  his  retirement :  for  verily, 
thou,  0  God,  art  concealed  from  all.  He  is  a  ready  witness 
to  render  a  recompence  to  his  enemies,  and  keeps  his 
covenant  and  mercy  to  those  who  love  him ;  he  redeemed 
his  beloved,  Abraham,  and  he  will  redeem  his  servant  Israel. 
lie  who  is  the  fear  of  Isaac,  will  send  his  dread  on  the 
adversaries  of  the  children  of  his  servant  Jacob ;  he  forms, 
explores,  searches,  and  scrutinizes  all  hearts ;  to  him  will  I 
ascribe  righteousness.  He  is  as  a  bundle  of  myrrh,  as  a 
cluster  of  camphire  unto  me ;  and  gives  his  adversaries  for 
a  redemption  for  his  people.  My  beloved  is  white  and  ruddy, 
he  is  conspicuous  among  his  hosts  ;  his  name  is  therefore 
called  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  The  Lord  is  righteous,  he 
is    the  perfect   Rock ;  I  will  ever  and  ever  trust  in  his 
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everlasting  strength ;  the  host  of  heaven  worship  him ;  the 
Seraphim  stand  near  him,  to  minister  to  him.  He  is  holy  in 
all  manner  of  holiness ;  three  bands  of  holy  angels  thrice 
rehearse  a  holy  praise  to  him.  The  living  God  exists 
eternally  ;  he  is  the  Lord  of  heaven,  and  the  Lord  of  the 
earth.  He  is  my  life's  support  from  the  womb ;  he  is- 
jealous  of  his  enemies  ;  he  is  the  horn  of  my  salvation,  and 
is  near  to  them  who  call  on  him  ;  he  is  far  from  all,  yet  he 
seeth  all ;  for  though  the  Lord  is  high,  yet  hath  he  respect 
to  the  lowly.  The  Lord  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  not  want 
anything ;  he  is  great  in  power,  and  of  abundant  mercy  to 
all ;  the  Lord  is  merciful,  he  healeth,  and  bindeth  up  the 
broken-hearted,  and  suppresseth  iniquity.  My  friend  is 
altogether  lovely;  his  judgments  are  true,  sweet,  and  desirable; 
he  is  the  first  and  the  last,  from  eternity  to  eternity ;  for 
thou,  0  God,  inhabitest  eternity.  He  beareth  rule,  and 
is  the  King  of  heaven ;  throughout  all  generations  will  we 
praise,  extol,  and  glorify  him.  The  Lord  God  is  a  ruler 
and  a  shield ;  he  is  the  righteous  Judge,  and  casteth  down 
those  that  are  on  high.  His  excellent  power  we  cannot  find 
out ;  he  is  exalted  by  his  power,  and  who  is  like  him  ? 
His  name  is  rrnbw  for  peace  is  his ;  for  he  speaks  peace  to 
his  pious  servants.  The  name  of  the  Lord  is,  I  am  that 
I  am ;  he  is  strong  as  the  powerful  unicorn,  as  the  young 
lion,  and  as  the  great  lion.  The  Almighty  is  my  light,  my 
King,  and  my  God;  praise  ye  the  Lord.  0  my  soul, 
praise  his  name.  Thou  wilt  shew  thyself  upright  to  the 
righteous,  even  the  posterity  of  the  three  shepherds  ;  thou 
wilt  shew  thyself  merciful  and  pure  with  them ;  but  with 
the  perverse,  wilt  thou  shew  thyself  froward  to  destroy  them. 
Thy  ways  are  perfect,  0  thou  who  art  mighty  above  all  ; 
thou  alone  canst  perform  all  things ;  thou  art  my  hope  for 
whom  I  wait,  the  earnest  desire  and  wish  of  my  soul.  He 
is  my  praise,  glory,  and  strength  ;  he  brought  me  forth,  and 
took  me  out  of  my  mother's  bowels.  He  is  perfect  in 
knowledge  ; /at-  he  is  the  God  of  knowledge,  the  one  God, 
who  searcheth  all  hearts  at  once. 
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-pttrj  *b  "WHO  is  like  unto  thee,  who  teachest  knowledge  ? 
The  speech  of  the  lips  hast  thou  created :  thy  thoughts  are 
profound  and  high,  and  there  is  no  end  to  thy  years.  No 
one  taught  thee  thy  wisdom,  and  instructed  thee  in  thine 
understanding:  thou  didst  not  receive  thy  kingdom,  nor 
inherit  thy  dominion.  For  it  hath  been,  and  ever  will  be 
thine  only,  and  none  else  shall  partake  of  thy  glory  and 
majesty ;  neither  wilt  thou  give  thy  praise  to  strange  gods, 
or  molten  images.  For  all  honour  and  glory  is  from  thee, 
but  no  stranger  shall  share  thy  glory  with  thee  :  thou,  thy 
law,  and  thy  servants  all  testify  of  thy  unity.  Our  God> 
thou  art  a  true  witness  of  thy  unity,  as  we  are  thy  servants : 
no  god  ever  preceeded  thee,  nor  was  any  strange  god 
concerned  with  thee  in  thy  work.  Thou  wast  not  advised, 
nor  taught,  when  thou  didst  create  the  creatures,  for  thou 
didst  understand  all  from  the  depth  of  thine  own  thoughts, 
and  all  thy  works  are  from  thine  own  heart.  Verily,  we 
have  declared  a  part  of  thy  ways,  and  which  we  know  but 
through  thy  works ;  that  thou  art  the  God  who  hast  alone 
created  all,  without  diminishing  aught  from  thyself.  Neither 
wast  thou  straitened  in  the  performance  of  thy  work,  nor 
didst  thou  need  help ;  for  thou  didst  exist  before  all :  when 
there  was  none,  thou  couldst  not  require  help  of  any.

last,  even  the  God  of  Israel.  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  is 
the  peculiar  One;  the  Lord  is  One,  and  his  name  is  One; 
vol.  u.  8 
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for  who  is  there,  that  is  able  to  do  according  to  thy  work, 
thy  actions,  and  thy  mighty  works  1  There  is  no  formation 
but  what  thou  hast  formed,  nor  is  there  any  creature  but 
what  thou  hast  created ;  whatever  thou  desirest,  thou  canst 
perform  in  all  things,  because  thou  art  exalted  above  all. 
There  is  none  like  thee,  nor  is  there  any  except  thee ;  for 
there  is  no  god  besides  thee ;  thou  art  the  Q-od  who  workest 
wonderfully,  and  nothing  is  hidden  from  thee.  Who  is 
like  unto  thee,  tremendous  in  praises?  Thou,  0  God! 
performeth  great  things  alone ;  there  are  no  prodigies  like 
thy  prodigies,  nor  any  wonders  like  thy  wonders.  There  is 
no  understanding  like  thy  understanding,  nor  any  greatness 
like  thy  greatness  ;  for  thy  thoughts  are  exceedingly  profound, 
and  the  paths  of  thy  w  ays  are  high.  There  is  no  majesty 
like  thy  majesty,  nor  any  meekness  like  thy  meekness. 
There  is  no  holiness  like  thy  holiness,  nor  any  society  like 
thy  societv.  There  is  no  righteousness  like  thy  righteousness, 
nor  any  salvation  like  thy  salvation.  There  is  no  power  like 
thy  power;  nor  any  voice  like  the  roaring  of  thy  mighty 
thunder.  There  is  no  mercy  like  thy  mercy,  nor  any 
graciousness  like  thy  graciousness.  There  is  no  divinity 
like  thy  divinity,  nor  any  thing  wonderful  like  thy  glorious 
name.  For  thy  names  are  the  swift  angels,  who  when  thou 
rememberest  the  oppressed,  hasten  to  perform  wonders  for 
them;  the  astrologer  and  magician  cannot  force  thee,  nor 
any  form  of  witchcraft  overcome  thee.  All  the  wise  men, 
soothsayers,  and  magicians,  cannot  conquer  thee ;  thou  dost 
reverse  the  devices  of  the  sages :  the  subtle  prognosticators 
cannot  reverse  thy  purposes,  nor  frustrate  the  secret  counsel 
of  thy  decree ;  they  cannot  obstruct  thy  will,  neither  can 
they  hasten  or  retard  thee.  Thy  counsel  frustrates  the- 
counsel  of  all  the  counsellors,  and  thy  strength  weakens  the 
heart  of  the  mighty :  thou  dost  command,  and  thy  dread 
leads  them  into  the  straight  path  ;  but  there  is  none  to» 
superintend,  or  command  thee.     Thou  art  the  hope  of  all,

but  thou  dost  not  hope ;  and  all  who  hope  in  thee  satisfy 
their  soul  ;  and  all  creatures  with  all  their  high  conceited 
imaginations  cannot  be  estimated  with  thee.  Their  thoughts 
are  not  like  thy  thoughts ;  for  there  is  no  Creator  besides 
thee ;  no  similitude  can  reach  our  God,  nor  can  any,  search 
the  exaltation  of  our  Lord.  Thou  art  more  concealed  and 
hidden  than  any  concealed  or  hidden  treasure :  thou  art 
more  subtle  than  the  most  imperfect  tenuity :  more  private 
than  any  privacy  ;  and  more  powerful  than  any  power. 
Thou  art  exalted  above  every  exaltation,  and  more  secret 
than  any  thing  hidden ;  and  thy  name  is  Eternal.  Thou 
art  elevated  above  all  elevation,  and  high  above  all  heights, 
and  every  hiding  place.  He  is  hidden,  and  more  profound 
than  all  profundity,  and  every  intelligent  heart  is  bewildered 
in  searching  for  him :  for  no  intelligence,  knowledge,  or 
wisdom,  can  liken  any  thing  to  him.  No  quality  or 
quantity  can  be  applied  to  him,  nor  any  likeness,  accident, 
chance,  mutability,  union,  association,  dependence,  light,  or 
darkness,  be  attributed  to  him.  No  form  or  colour  can  be 
attributed  to  him,  nor  any  natural  substance,  essential,  or 
incidental ;  all  thoughts  are  therefore  perplexed,  and  all 
number  confused;  and  all  thoughts  and  imaginations  are 
wearied  in  forming  conceptions,  to  estimate,  or  circumscribe 
him,  to  mark  his  form,  or  reveal  him.  We  have  diligently 
searched  him  with  all  our  intellectual  powers,  to  find  out 
what  he  is ;  but  were  not  able  to  find  him,  nor  to  know 
him  ;  however,  by  his  works  we  understand  that  he  alone  is 
the  only  Creator,  the  living,  Almighty,  and  peculiar  wise 
Being ;  that  he  existed  before  all ;  and  is  therefore  called 
the  Eternal  God.  When  he  made  all  things  from  nought, 
we  knew  that  he  was  Almighty;  when  all  his  works  are 
done  in  wisdom,  we  know  that  he  formed  them  in  under- 
standing. When  he  renews  them  all  daily,  we  know  that  he 
is  the  everlasting  God ;  and  as  he  existed  before  all  of  them, 
we  know  that  he  is  the  living  and  ever-existing  God.    We 
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must  not  form  imaginations  concerning  him  who  formed  us 
either  in  our  heart  or  our  discourse,  so  as  to  estimate  hia 
by  extension,  or  like  him  by  union  and  form.  Neither 
dare  we  consider  him  as  root  or  plant,  nor  as  a  species, 
power,  or  limited  thing, ;  all  the  ocular  things,  intelligent 
beings,  and  sciences,  are  included  in  ten  terms,  saven 
essentials,  and  six  accidentals ;  three  decrees,  seasons,  and 
measures.  But,  lo,  none  of  these,  not  even  one  of  them, 
is  applicable  to  the  Creator ;  for  he  hath  created  them  all : 
they  all  shall  wax  old,  and  be  changed ;  they  shall  perish, 
and  be  utterly  consumed;  but  thou  shalt  continue 
while  they  all  waste  away ;  for  thou  art  the  lrdng,  ever- 
existing,  and  eternal  God. 
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-pnb  nn«  Thou  alone  art  the  Former  of  all  things;  and 
it  is  manifest  that  the  work  cannot  be  likered  to  its  maker ; 
all  the  countries  cannot  contain  thee,  and  even  the  heavens 
cannot  support  thee.  Aforetime  the  living  waters  were  in 
dread  of  thy  presence,  0  thou  living  God  1  The  earth  trembled, 
and  the  waters  fled,  and  dropped  from  the  heavens.  Thou 
alone  didst  expand  the  heavens,  and  stretchedst  out  the  earth 
above  the  waters ;  thou  didst  perform  all  thy  desire  alone, 
and  didst  not  need  any  help.  There  is  none  able  to  support 
thee,  for  all  is  from  thee,  and  thy  hand ;  as  thy  power  and 
knowledge  was  in  former  times,  so  are  they  now;  and  thy  glory 
shall  ever  be  with  thee.  Thou  wert  not  faint,  or  weary,  for 
thou  didst  not  labour  in  thy  work ;  for  all  that  thou  didst 
desire  to  make  and  form,  was  done,  by  thy  word  and  command 
only.  Thou  didst  not  delay  it,  nor  hasten  it,  but  didst 
make  every  thing  beautiful  in  its  time;  thou  didst  create 
every  thing  from  nought,  and  didst  form  all  tilings  from 
nothing.     Before    any  foundation  existed,  thou  didst  fcund 
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all ;  and  didst  suspend  all  things  by  the  will  of  thy  spirit ; 
thy  everlasting  arms  support  all  things  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end,  and  are  not  wearied.  Nothing  is  difficult  in  thy 
sight,  and  whatever  thou  desireth,  thy  spirit  performeth ; 
thou  canst  not  be  likened  to  thy  work ;  nor  be  equalled  with 
any  form.  No  work  preceded  thy  work ;  thy  wisdom 
arranged  all ;  they  did  not  exist  earlier  or  later  than  was 
agreeable  to  thy  will,  nor  were  they  deficient  or  redundant 
to  thy  desire.  Thou  didst  not  forget  aught  of  what  thou 
didst  desire,  nor  wast  thou  defective  in  any  one  thing :  thou 
wast  not  deficient  or  redundant,  nor  didst  thou  form  any 
useless  thing  among  them.  Thou  didst  praise  them,  and 
who  can  despise  them,  for  no  reproachful  thing  hath  been 
heard  of  them  ;  thou  didst  begin  their  formation  in  wisdom, 
and  with  knowledge  and  understanding  didst  perfect  them. 
From  the  beginning  to  end  they  are  formed  in  truth  and 
rectitude,  and  are  truly  good ;  thou  didst  cause  thine  abundant 
mercy  and  kindness  to  precede  the  work  of  thy  hands.  For, 
verily,  thy  mercy  and  kindness  hath  ever  been  on  thy  servants ; 
for  before  any  living  creature  was  formed,  food  was  prepared  ; 
so  that  before  the  eater  existed,  thou  didst  prepare  his  food. 
The  canopy  of  heaven,  and  the  waters  of  the  sea,  didst  thou 
form  to  supply  the  necessity  of  all  creatures  ;  thus  were  the 
creations  of  the  first  three  days,  preparatory  to  the  last 
three  days.  Then  didst  thou  cover  thyself  with  light  as  with 
a  garment,  and  wast  clothed  with  a  robe  of  light:  before  any 
creature  was  formed,  thou  wast  exceedingly  great,  and  after 
all  was  made  thou  wast  exceedingly  exalted.  Thus  before 
any  garment  existed,  thou  wast  clothed  in  honour  and  glory ; 
and  before  any  weaver  was  created,  wast  thou  clothed  in 
majesty :  thou  wast  covered  with  light,  as  with  a  garment 
and  a  robe,  and  the  heavens  were  expanded  as  a  curtain, 
in  which  thou  didst  form  paths  for  the  luminaries  which 
run  and  return  in  due  order.  Thou  didst  make  a  division 
between  the  waters  with  the  heavenly  expanse ;  in  which 
element,   the  moving  creatures  have  their  habitations  and 
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food ;  and  fowl  that  may  fly  in  the  open  air,  under  the 
expanse  of  heaven :  the  earth  was  clothed  with  grass  and 
herbage,  food  for  beasts  and  cattle.  In  a  rich  soil  didst 
thou  plant  a  garden  for  man  whom  thou  hadst  made;  a 
help-mate  didst  thou  make  for  him,  to  supply  his  wants 
and  necessities.  All  thy  works,  didst  thou1  deliver  into 
his  hand,  and  didst  place  all  things  under  his  feet;  that 
he  might  thereof  offer  bulls,  and  sheep,  to  be  accepted  on 
thine  altar.  Thou  didst  make  him  a  garment  to  minister 
in  holiness,  honour,  and  glory ;  and  didst  endow  him  with 
the  wisdom  of  God,  for  thou  didst  form  him  in  thine  image. 
Thou  didst  not  withhold  from  the  face  of  the  earth  any  thing 
necessary  for  man,  but  didst  form  all  in  wisdom  :  thy  works 
are  exceedingly  great  and  abundant ;  and  they  all  shall  praise 
thy  name,  0  Lord.  Thy  works  are  exceedingly  great  and 
abundant,  and  all  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Lord,  for 
thou  didst  form  all  for  thine  own  sake,  and  created  all  for  thy 
glory. 
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tw  Then  didst  thou  rest  on  the  seventh  day,  and  didst 
therefore  bless  the  Sabbath-day  ;  all  creatures  shall  arrange 
praise,  and  thy  pious  servants  shall  continually  bless  thee. 
Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  formed  them  all ;  the  living  God, 
and  everlasting  King ;  for  thine  abundant  mercy  and  kindness 
have  ever  been  on  thy  servants.  In  Egypt  didst  thou  begin 
to  let  mankind  know  that  thou  wast  exceedingly  exalted 
above  all  gods,  when  thou  didst  bring  great  judgements 
upon  them,  and  upon  their  gods.  When  thou  didst  divide 
the  Red  sea,  thy  people  saw  thy  great  hand,  and  were 
afraid  :  thou  didst  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thy  name 
illustrious  and  to  shew  thy  mighty  power.  Thou  didst 
speak  with  them  from  heaven,  the  clouds  also  dropped 
water  ;  thou  didst  know  their  journey  through  the  wilderness, 
a  waste  land,  where  no  man  passed.    Thou  didst  give  thy 
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people  heavenly  corn,  flesh,  as  plenty  a3  the  dust,  and  water 
from  the  rock;  thou  didst  drive  out  many  nations  and 
people,  that  they  might  inherit  their  land,  and  the  labour 
of  the  people,  that  they  might  observe  thy  statutes  and  laws ; 
for  the  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words ;  they  were  fed  and 
delighted  with  a  rich  pasture,  and  they  had  streamlets  of  oil 
from  the  flinty  rock.  When  they  had  rest,  they  built  the 
holy  city,  and  glorified  thy  holy  temple ;  and  thou  didst  say, 
here  will  I  dwell  unto  the  utmost  length  of  days,  and  will 
surely  "bless  her  provision :  for  there  they  shall  sacrifice 
the  sacrifices  of  righteousness;  thy  priests  shall  also  te 
clothed  with  righteousness  :  the  house  of  Levi  shall  shout 
and  sing  sweet  songs  of  psalmody  :  the  house  of  Israel,  and 
those  who  fear  the  Lord,  shall  honour  and  praise  thy  name, 
0  Lord.

The  most  holy  of  them  were  slain  on  the  north 
side  ;  the  bull  and  the  he-goat  for  the  day  of  atonement,  were 
slain  on  the  north  side  ;  the  blood  thereof  was  received  in  the 
vessels  of  service  on  the  north  side ;  their  blood  required 
sprinkling,  between  the  staves,  upon  the  veil,  and  the  golden 
altar ;  one  sprinkling  omitted,  impeded  the  atonement ;  the 
remaining  blood  the  priest  poured  on  the  bottom  of  the  outer 
altar  (that  of  burnt  offering),  on  the  west  side  thereof;  if 
omitted,  the  atonement  was  not  impeded.  The  bulls  and  the 
he-goats,  which  were  wholly  burnt,  were  slaughtered  on  the 
north  side,  and  their  blood  was  there  received  in  the  vessels  c. 
service.  Their  blood  also  required  sprinkling  upon  the  veil 
and  the  golden  altar :  one  sprinkling  omitted,  impeded  the 
atonement.  The  remaining  blood  was  poured  on  the  bottom 
of  the  outer  altar  on  the  west  side  thereof;  if  omitted,  the 
atonement  was  not  impeded.  These,  as  well  as  the  preceding 
offerings,  were  burnt  in  the  repository  of  ashes.  The  sin- 
offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  as  well  as  an  individual : 
these  are  the  sin-offerings  of  the  whole  congregation — the 
he-goats  of  the  new  moon,  as  also  of  the  other  festivals — were 
slaughtered  on  the  north  side,  and  their  blood  was  received  in 
the  vessels  of  service  there ;  and  their  blood  required  four 
sprinklings  on  the  four  horns  of  the  outer  altar.  It  was 
performed  after  this  manner  : — the  priest  went  up  the  ascent, 
and  turned  towards  the  circuit,  and  came  to  the  southeast 
corner,  then  to  the  northeast,  so  on  to  the  northwest,  and 
from  thence  to  the  southwest ;  the  remaining  blood  was  poured 
out  at  the  south  side  of  the  bottom  of  the  outer  altar ;  these 
were  eaten  only  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood,  within  the 
hangings  of  the  court,  dressed  after  any  manner,  for  that  day 
only,  until  midnight.  The  burnt-offering  is  one  of  the  most 
holy :  it  was  slain  on  th*  north  side ;  and  its  blood  was  there 
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received  in  the  vessels  of  service ;  the  blood  required  two  sprink- 
lings, and  it  was  so  sprinkled  as  to  produce  four,  it  was 
necessary  to  flay  and  dismember  it,  and  to  consume  it  totally 
by  fire.  The  peace-offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  and  the 
trespass-offerings  :  —these  are  the  trespass-  offerings  the  trespass 
offering  for  theft — the  trespass-offering  for  appropriating 
sanctified  things  to  his  own  use — for  carnally  knowing  a 
betrothed  handmaid — the  trespass-offering  brought  by  the 
Nazarite  for  defiling  himself  with  a  deadbody — of  the  leper— and 
for  a  doubtful  sin  : — these  were  slaughtered  on  the  north  side, 
and  the  blood  was  there  received  in  the  vessels  of  service ;  the 
blood  required  two  sprinklings,  which  producedfour ;  these  were 
eaten  only  within  the  hangings  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood 
dressed  after  any  manner,  for  that  day  only  until  midnight. 

m^nn  The  thanksgiving-offering,  and  the  ram  of  the  Nazarite 
(i.  e.  when  the  time  of  his  vows  had  expired)  were  sacred  in  a  less 
degree;  they  might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court ;  and  their 
blood  also  required  two  sprinklings,  which  produced  four  ;  they  might 
be  eaten  in  any  part  of  the  city,  by  any  person,  dressed  after  any 
manner,  the  whole  of  that  day  until  midnight.  With  the  portion  of 
them  which  appertaineth  to  the  priests,  the  same  was  observed,  save 
only  that  it  was  to  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives  their  children, 
and  their  servants.  Peace-offerings  are  also  sacred  in  a  less  degree ; 
they  might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court ;  and  their  blood  required 
two  sprinklings,  which  produced  four;  they  might  be  eaten  in  any 
part  of  the  city,  by  any  person,  dressed  after  any  manner  for  two  days, 
and  one  night.  The  portion  thereof  which  appertaineth  to  the  priests, 
was  like  the  rest,  save  only,  that  it  was  to  be  eaten  by  the  priests, 
their  wives,  their  children,  and  their  servants*  The  first  born,  the 
tithes  of  beasts,  and  the  paschal  lamb,  were  sacred  in  a  less  degree : 
they  might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court ;  and  their  blood  required 
only  one  sprinkling,  but  it  must  be  sprinkled  towards  the  bottom  of 
the  altar.  There  was  a  distinction  in  the  eating  of  them ;  for  the 
first-born  was  eaten  by  the  priests  only,  and  the  tithe  by  all  persons ; 
they  were  also  eaten  in  any  part  of  the  city,  dressed  after  any  manner 
for  two  days  and  one  night.  The  paschal  lamb  was  to  be  eaten  at 
night  only,  but  not  later  than  midnight ;  neither  was  it  to  be  eaten 
but  by  those  that  were  numbered  and  appointed  for  it ;  nor  was  it  to 
be  eaten  dressed  in  any  other  manner  than  roasted. 

bs^EE^  >nn  Kabbi  Ishmael  says,  that  the  law  is  to  be 
expounded  by  thirteen  rules  ;  viz. 

1.  By  inferences  from  minor  to  major:  and  the  reverse 
from  major  to  minor. 

2.  A  decision  deduced  from  an  agreement,  or  similarity  of 
[  h  rases  in  texts. 
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3.  From  the  principal  constitution  contained  in  one  verse, 
and  from  the  principal  constitution  deduced  from  two  verses. 

4.  From  comparing  a  general  description  with  its  specified 
particular. 

5.  From  a  particular  text,  followed  by  a  general  one. 

6.  Precepts  treated  of,  first  in  general,  and  then  in  particular, 
and  again  in  general,  thou  must  not  adjudge,  but  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  particular  specification. 

7.  From  a  general  description  that  requires  a  particular, 
specific  text  to  explain  it;  and  from  a  particular  text  that, 
requires  a  general  one. 

8.  Whatever  was  comprehended  under  a  general  description, 
and  is  afterwards  particularly  excepted  therefrom,  in  order  to 
teach  us  something  concerning  it :  the  exception  is  not  given 
for  its  own  sake  only,  but  also  effects  the  whole  general  term. 

9.  And  whatever  was  included  in  a  general  description  and 
is  afterwards  excepted,  to  prove  an  argument  similar  to  its 
subject,  tends  to  alleviate,  but  does  not  aggravate. 

10.  And  whatever  was  included  in  a  general  description, 
and  is  afterwards  excepted,  to  prove  an  argument  similar  to 
its  subject,  serves  both  to  alleviate  and  aggravate. 

11.  And  every  thing  included  in  a  general  description,  and 
afterwards  excepted,  to  determine  a  new  matter,  cannot  be 
restored  to  the  general  term,  unless  it  be  by  being  expressly 
mentioned  in  the  text. 

12.  And  whatever  is  deduced  from  the  subject  itself;  and 
a  thing  deduced  from  the  end  of  the  text. 

13.  And  tnus,  when  two  texts  contradict  each  other,  we 
eannot  determine  the  sense  until  a  third  is  produced,  which 
reconciles  them.

Or  how 
can  he  presume  to  seek  thy  power,  to  explain  thy  praise 
with  his  mouth,  with  words  declare  thy  eternity,  to  pour 
forth  prayer,  to  present  his  supplication  and  request  ?  For 
ke  exists  with  difficulty,  his  way  is  crooked,  his  path  is 
marred  and  destroyed,  his  sin  is  engraven  on  a  tablet,  and 
is  plainly  depicted  ;  he  also  passes  by  and  flies  away  swiftly, 
expires  and  dies  of  debility,  and  his  corpse  is  deposited  in  the 
grave,  mouldering  in  the  depths  of  the  earth,  covered  with 
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black  darkness,  hidden  and  bound  in  miry  darkness :  there 
he  decays,  withers,  moulders,  and  rots:  thus  he  dissolves 
in  the  parched  earth,  altogether  covered  with  turpitude : 
how,  then,  can  man  presume  in  his  loud  and  hasty  prayer  ? 
All  this  thou  hast  foreseen,  nor  is  it  possible  to  hide  any 
thing  from  thy  sight,  or  to  conceal  any  thing  from  thy 
presence,  because  thine  eye  pervadeth  all  things  ;  it  is  well 
known  to  thee,  that  he  [man]  is  formed  of  matter,  he  is 
vanity  of  vanities,  he  is  a  blasted  leaf,  he  is  dry  stubble,  he 
is  an  earthen  potsherd ;  of  what  account,  then,  is  he  ?  his 
name  is  WIOA  [feeble] ;  for  as  his  name  is,  so  is  he ;  his 
name  is  DIN  [man]  for  he  is  composed  of  dust,  blood,  and 
bile;  he  is  called  iron  [flesh]  consisting  of  shame,  corruption, 
and  worm;  he  is  conceived  in  sin,  and  brought  forth  in 
iniquity  ;  and  the  imagination  of  his  heart  is  evil  from  his 
youth,  which  imagineth  evil  in  his  dwelling,  lieth  in  wait 
for  him  in  his  secret  places ;  he  nestles  as  a  serpent  in  his 
hidden  places ;  as  a  fly  he  enters  the  doors  of  his  appartment, 
and  with  his  filthy  leaven  causeth  the  dough  to  send  forth 
a  stinking  savour;  entices  him  to  decline  from  the  right 
path  ;  he  continually  troubles  him  ;  is  accounted  as  his 
enemy,  for  he  is  the  principal  of  his  adversaries,  he  troubles 
hiin  in  all  his  borders,  hunts  him  on  all  sides,  disquiets  all 
his  members,  grieves  him  with  his  words,  causes  him  to  sin 
with  his  evil  cogitations,  causes  him  to  stumble,  so  that  he 
may  fall  in  his  net ;  thinks  to  cast  him  into  his  deep  pits, 
and  besieges  him  in  his  vulnerable  parts,  were  it  not  that 
thou  dost  help  him  against  his  adversaries.  He  also  every 
day  renews  his  attacks  on  him,  to  seek  occasion  against 
him,  to  fall  upon  him,  to  pervert  him,  and  lead  him  into 
the  perverse  path,  to  make  him  trespass  with  his  abominable 
trespasses,  to  embitter  his  life  with  his  poisonous  draught ; 
for  he  never  seeks  his  peace,  but  lays  snares  for  his  feet, 
hides  nets  in  his  paths,  puts  stumbling-blocks  in  his  ways, 
diggeth  a  pit  in  his  road,  to  dishearten  him,  and  multiply 
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his  stumblings ;  and  as  one  who  strikes  the  anvil  with 
hammers  and  hatchets,  so  does  he  strike  him ;  therefore  do 
they  who  speak  in  parables  say,  "woe  to  that  house,  whos3 
destroyers,  and  they  that  lay  it  waste,  are  the  inhabitants 
of  it  I"  How,  then,  shall  he  be  justified  by  his  works  ?  And 
what  can  he  merit  by  his  actions?  For  the  spoiler  hath 
entered  his  borders,  to  spoil  him,  and  war  against  him  by 
the  multitude  of  his  machinations;  therefore  didst  thou 
hasten  to  prepare  a  healing  medicine ;  didst  ordain  a 
remedy  for  the  faint  and  wounded ;  didst  prepare  balm  and 
a  bandage  for  those  whose  wound  has  not  been  bound  up, 
and  didst  produce  a  cure  and  plaister  for  the  wound ;  this 
day  bast  thou  appointed  for  pardon  and  forgiveness,  to  enter 
thy  gates  with  thanksgiving  and  praise,  to  come  into  thy 
presence  with  supplication,  to  make  mention  of  those  [our 
ancestors]  who  rest  in  the  cave  of  nb*33E#  that  thou  may  est 
hearken  to  prayer  in  an  acceptable  time,  to  caise  all  shame 
and  infamy  to  pass  by,  to  make  void  all  iniquity  and  folly, 
to  cause  righteousness  and  praise  to  spring  forth,  to 
demolish  wrath,  and  to  multiply  pardon  ;  to  take  away  the 
stumbling-block,  and  remove  the  snare,  to  clear  the  way, 
and  to  level  the  path,  to  give  ablution  and  purity  to  those 
who  return  penitent,  to  cause  deliverance  and  enlargement 
to  arise,  to  cast  iniquity  into  the  deep  abyss,  and  to  pardon 
trespasses  and  presumptuous  sins.  This  day  also  hast  thou 
sanctified  above  all  days ;  thou  hast  exalted  it,  and  chosen 
it  above  all  days,  and  from  its  first  formation  didst  thou 
choose  it,  and  to  the  enlightened  generation  didst  thou 
impart  its  power ;  for  on  it  didst  thou  pardon  the  sin  of  the 
golden  calf;  didst  give  the  written  tables  ;  to  the  meek 
(Moses)  didst  tell  the  good  tidings,  "I  have  pardoned 
according  to  thy  word;"  didst  repent  thee  of  the  evil,  hadst 
compassion  on  thy  children,  and  as  high  as  the  heaven  is 
above  the  earth,  didst  thou  strengthen  thy  tender  mercy  to 
them,  and  as  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  didst  thou 
remove  their  transgression ;  didst  remember  the  merit  of  the 
ancient  patriarchs,  and  as  a  father  to  a  son  didst  thou  favor 
them ;  thou  didst  raise  their  power  above  all  people,  didst 
exalt  their  horn  in  glory,  didst  lift  them  up  from  an  humble 
estate,    didst  perform   prodigies  for  their  good,  didst  shew

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and  proclaim  their  love  in  the  sight  of  all,  didst  long  and 
desire  to  dwell,  rest,  and  abide  in  the  midst  of  their  con- 
gregation ;  thou  didst  make  thyself  visible  unto  them,  and 
between  the  cherubim  didst  thou  include  thy  glory,  and 
over  the  mercy-seat  didst  thou  spread  thy  glorious  cloud, 
and  didst  appoint  the  cloud  of  incense  to  cover  it  this  day. 
And  from  that  time,  didst  thou  appoint  it  for  pardon,  and 
for  expiation ;  and  its  precepts  didst  thou  command ;  and 
didst  thrice  write  it  in  the  law  :  its  admonitions  didst  thou 
explain  ;  the  punishment  for  breach  of  it  didst  thou  reveal ; 
the  number  of  its  offerings  didst  thou  determine ;  the  order 
of  its  services  didst  thou  arrange;  the  acceptance  of  its 
sprinklings  didst  thou  number ;  the  mixture  of  incense  didst 
thou  multiply  ;#  to  the  number  of  its  orders  didst  thou  add ; 
the  cleansing  of  its  ablutions  didst  thou  count ;  didst 
reckon  its  sanctified  washings  [of  hands  and  feet] ;  with 
understanding  did3t  thou  mark  its  memorials  ;  its  laws 
and  confessions  didst  thou  number ;  its  affliction  didst  thou 
note  in  thy  statutes ;  didst  speak  of  the  attire  of  the  priests, 
in  the  white  linen  garments,  and  the  golden  garments  ;  didst 
explain  the  value  of  his  garments  ;  didst  instruct  him  in 
the  change  of  garments ;  all  this  didst  thou  impart  to  thy 
holy  ones ;  all  its  laws  didst  thou  also  make  known,  its 
precepts  didst  thou  search,  its  judgments  didst  thou  decide, 
its  statutes  didst  thou  engrave,  its  decrees  didst  thou 
decree,  all  its  subjects  didst  thou  pen,  its  lot  and  portion 
didst  thou  adorn  and  beautify  above  all,  didst  appoint  it 
for  freedom  to  the  bruised,  didst  mark  it  for  liberty  to  the 
captives,  didst  ordain  it  for  perfect  freedom  to  the  bounden ; 
this  tenth  day  of  the  month  didst  thou  fix  for  Israel :  thou 
didst  appoint  it  the  most  solemn  day  of  rest,  to  those  who 
rest  on  the  sabbath ;  didst  give  the  day  of  atonement  to 
those  who  bestow  charity ;  to  expiate  iniquities,  to  blot  out 
presumptuous  sins,  to  destroy  transgressions,  to  make  an 
end  of  sins,  to  cleanse  the  defiled,  to  clear  away  the  spots, 
to  wash  clean  the  filthy,  to  make  the  scarlet  sins  as  white 
as  snow,  to  make  the  red  sins  as  white  as  wool,  to  purify 
the  guilty,  cleanse  the  sinners ;  the  trespasses  vanish  and 
the    trespassers   are   pure :  thus   remission   is   granted  to

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the   fraternal    nation  [Israel],   and  pardon  to  the  perfect 
congregation.    This  day  also  thy  people  are  united,  they 
assemble  in  thy  presence  to  supplicate  thee,  and  to  attract 
thy  divine  presence  among  them,  they  are  assembled  and 
detained  to  serve  thee  in  fear,  for  they  stand  in  dread,  and

lords,  to  redeem  them  from  the  weight  of  their  iniquities; 
and  to  cause  their  transgressions  to  vanish  as  the  clouds ;  to 
have  respect  to  their  prayer  from  the  heavens,  to  hearken 
to  the  words  of  their  cry,  for  they  are  poor  and  needy  ;  they 
seek  protection  in  thy  shadow,  shield  themselves  under  thy 
wing,   hide  themselves  in  thy  covert,  and  depend  on  thee  ; 
and  as  the  eyes  of  men-servants  look  unto  the  hand  of  their 
piasters,  and  as  the  eyes  of  a  maid-servant  unto  the  hand  of 
her  mistress,  so   do  they  look  unto  thee  ;  to  enlarge  their 
redemption,    to    wash    them  from  the  ill  savour  of  their 
shame,  to  sink  their  presumptuous  sins  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea,  to  silence  their  accusers,  to  strike  the  informers  dumb, 
to  cause  those  who  sharpen  the  arrows  and  spears  to  return 
the  sword  to  its  scabbard,   to  strengthen  the  upright  and 
pure  advocates,   and   to  rebuke  the  accusers,  who  contend 
with  them ;  for  they  prepare  the  order  of  forgiveness,  direct 
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the  prayer  of  reconciliation,  and  the  covenant  of  the 
thirteen  attributes,  which  thou  in  a  vision  didst  teach  to  the 
faithful  [Moses],  when  thy  glory  did  pass  by  him,  when 
thou  didst  commune  with  him  face  to  face ;  all  this  day 
they  repeat  them  [thy  divine  attributes],  and  diligently 
recite  the  order  of  confession,  speak  of  thy  righteousness,

With  an  humble  soul,  the  children  of  thy  three 
beloved  patriarchs  fly  to  thee.  Although  their  merit  should 
be  totally  consumed,  yet  they  supplicate  thee  with  prayer, 
to  appease  thee.  0  withhold  not  thy  beneficent  attributes 
from  those  who  have  been  borne  by  thee ;  but  bring  forth 
their  judgment  pure  as  the  noon  day.  Verily,  the  most 
hidden  things  are  revealed  in  thy  presence ;  the  heart  of  thy 
servants  is  to  keep  even  the  ceremonial  law;  but  who 
prevents  it  ?  The  leaven  that  is  in  the  dough,  compared  to  a 
small  city,  encompassed  by  a  great  king,  with  a  numerous 
host ;  even  dead  flies  cause  the  sweet  wine  to  send  forth  a 
stinking  savour ;  fomenting  presumptuous  sins,  transgressions, 
and  evil  imaginations.  He  [Satan]  imagineth  evil,  and

In  the  morning  thy  tender 
mercy  was  moved  towards  the  only  son,  (Isaac),  and  did  shine 
favourably  on  him ;  and  the  angel  of  the  Lord  called  unto 
him,  put  not  forth  thy  hand  unto  the  lad,  for  in  Isaac  shall 
thy  seed  be  called,  and  his  memorial  shall  remain  thronghout 
all  generations;  it    shall  be  preserved  for  you  until  the 
morning.     0  may  his  integrity,  rectitude,  and  righteousness, 
plead  this  morning,  for  the  people  who  draw  nigh  unto  thee  ; 
may  his  ashes  be  continually  visible,  in  thy  presence,  to 
wash  them  thoroughly ;  0  grant  them  their  request,  for  their 
soul  longeth  for  thee ;  they  come  to  supplicate  thee  at  even, 
and  also  in  the  morning.    Hear  their  voice  in  the  morning, 
and  pardon  their  iniquities:  account  their  arrangement  of 
their   prayers  as  the  arrangement  of  offerings  :  they  have 
taken  the  memorial  of  the  righteousness  of  their  ancestors, 
and  come  unto  thee ;  and  also  bring  the  free-will-offering  of 
their  prayer  this  morning.     0  regard  us  this  morning,  and

into  the  holy  place  within  the  veil,  before  the  mercy -seat,  which  is  upon  the 
ark,  that  he  die  not  ;  for  I  will  appear  in  the  cloud  upon  the  mercy-seat- 
Thus  shall  Aaron  come  into  the  holy  place,  with  a  young  bull  for  a  sin-offering, 
and  a  ram  for  a  burnt-offering. 

He  shall  put  on  the  holy  linen  coat,  and  he  shall  have  the  linen  breeches 
upon  his  flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with  the  linen  girdle,  and  with  the  linen 
mitre  shall  he  be  attired;  these  are  holy  garments :  therefore  shall  he  wash 
his  flesh  in  water,  and  so  put  them  on.  And  he  shall  take  of  the  congregation 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  two  kids  of  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  and  one  ram 
for  a  burnt-offering.  And  Aaron  shall  offer  his  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which 
is  for  himself,  and  make  an  atonement  for  himself  and  for  his  house. 

And  he  shall  take  the  two  goats,  and  present  them  before  the  Lord,  at  the 
door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation.  And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon 
the  two  goats ;  one  lot  for  the  Lord,  and  the  other  lot  for  the  vTNtS?-  And 
Aaron  shall  bring  the  goat,  upon  which  the  Lord's  lot  fell,  and  offer  him  for 
a  sin-offering;  but  the  goat  on  which  the  lot  fell  to  be  the  scape-goat,  shall 
be  presented  alive  before  the  Lord,  to  make  an  atonement  with  him,  and  to 
let  him  go  for  a  scape-goat  into  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  bring  the 
bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is  for  himself,  and  shall  make  an  atonement  for 
himself,  and  for  his  house ;  and  shall  kill  the  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is 
for  himself. 

And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full  of  burning  coals  of  fire,  from  off  the  altar 
before  the  Lord,  and  his  hands  full  of  sweet  incense  beaten  fine,  and  bring  it 
within  the  veil.  And  he  shall  put  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  Lord, 
that  the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  mercy-seat  that  is  upon  the 
testimony,  that  he  die  not.  And  he  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and 
sprinkle  it  with  his  finger  upon  the  mercy -seat,  eastward ;  and  before  the 
mercy-seat  shall  he  sprinkle  of  the  blood  with  his  finger  seven  times.  Then 
shall  he  kill  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering  that  is  for  the  people,  and  bring  his 
blood  within  the  veil,  and  do  with  that  blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the 
bull,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  the  mercy -seat.  And  he  shall  make  an  atonement 
for  the  holy  place,  because  of  the  uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
because  of  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins  ;  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation  that  remaineth  among  them,  in  the  midst  of 
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their  uncleannesg.  And  there  shall  he  no  man  in  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation,  when  he  goeth  in  to  make  an  atonement  in  the  holy  place,  nntil 
he  come  out,  and  hive  made  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  his  household, 
and  for  all  the  congregation  of  Israel. 

And  he  shall  go  out  unto  the  altar,  that  is  before  the  Lord,  and  make  an 
atonement  for  it ;  and  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  of  the  blood  of 
the  goat,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round  about.  And  be  shall 
sprinkle  of  the  blood  upon  it  with  his  finger  seven  times,  and  cleanse  it,  and 
hallow  it  from  the  uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And  when  he  hatli 
made  an  end  of  reconciling  the  holy  place,  and  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation,  and  the  altar,  he  shall  bring  the  live  goat ;  and  Aaron  shall  lay 
both  his  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  live  goat  and  confess  over  him  all  the 
iniquities  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  all  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins, 
putting  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  shall  send  him  away  by  the 
hand  of  a  fit  man  in  the  wilderness. 

And  the  goat  shall  bear  upon  him  all  their  iniquities,  unto  a  land  not 
inhabited;  and  he  shall  let  go  the  goat  in  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall 
come  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  and  shall  put  off  the  linen 
garments,  which  he  put  on  when  he  went  into  the  holy  place,  and  shall  leave 
them  there.  And  he  shall  wash  his  flesh  with  water  in  the  holy  place,  and 
put  on  his  garments,  and  come  forth  and  offer  his  burnt-offering  of  the  people 
and  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  the  people. 

And  the  fat  of  the  sin-offering  shall  he  burn  upon  the  altar.  And  he  that 
let  go  the  goat  for  the  scape-goat,  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and  bathe  his  flesh 
in  water,  and  afterwards  shall  he  come  into  the  camp.  And  the  bull  for  the 
sin-offering,  and  the  goat  for  the  sin-offering,  whose  blood  was  brought  in  to 
make  an  atonement  in  the  holy  place,  shall  one  carry  forth  without  the  camp  ; 
and  they  shall  burn  in  the  fire  their  skins  and  their  flesh,  and  their  dung. 
And  he  that  burneth  them,  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and  bathe  his  flesh  in 
water,  and  afterwards  he  shall  come  into  the  camp.  And  this  shall  be  a 
statute  for  ever  unto  you;  that  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the 
month,  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls,  and  do  no  work  at  all,  whether  it  be  one  of 
your  own  country,  or  a  stranger  that  sojourneth  among  you.  For  on  that  day 
shall  the  priest  make  an  atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be 
clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord. 

It  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  rest  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls  by  a 
statute  for  ever.  And  the  priest  whom  they  shall  anoint,  and  whom  they 
shall  consecrate  to  minister  in  the  priest's  office,  in  his  father's  stead,  shall 
make  the  atonement,  and  shall  put  on  the  linen  clothes,  even  the  holy 
garments.

And  their  meat-offering  shall  be  of  fine  flour,  mingled 
with  oil,  three  tenth-deals  to  a  bull,  and  two-tenth-deals  to  one  ram ;  a  several 
tenth -deal  for  one  lamb,  throughout  the  seven  lambs ;  one  kid  of  the  goats  for 
a  sin-offering,  besides  the  sin-offering  of  atonement,  and  the  continual  burnt- 
offering,  and  the  meat-offering  of  it,  and  their  drink-offerings.

children  of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord  by  the  hand  of 
Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that  lay  hold  on  it ;  and  the 
supporters  thereof  are  happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasant- 
ness, and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Length  of  days  is  on  its  right, 
hand  on  its  left  are  riches  and  honour.

clear  the  way,  remove  all  obstruction  from  the  road  of  my  people.  For  thus- 
saith  the  High  and  lofty  One,  who  inhabiteth  eternity,  and  whose  name  is 
Holy,  Yon  high  and  holy  place  I  inhabit ;  and  I  am  also  with  the  contrite 
and  humble  of  spirit ;  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to  give  life  t> 
the  heart  of  the  contrite.  For  I  will  not  always  contend,  neither  will  I  to 
wroth  for  ever ;  when  the  spirit,  and  the  souls  which  I  have  made,  shall  oe 
overwhelmed  from  before  me.  Because  of  the  iniquity  of  his  covetuousmss, 
and  because  he  departed,  and  went  on  frowardly,  in  the  way  of  his  own  hetrt. 
I  was  wroth,  and  smote  him ;  hiding  my  face  in  mine  anger.  I  have  leen 
his  ways ;  yet  I  will  heal  him,  and  will  guide  him;  and  I  will  restore  comrbrta 
to  him,  and  to  his  mourners.  I  create  the  fruit  of  the  lips  ;  peace  to  him  that 
is  afar  off,  and  peace  to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  Lord,  and  I  will  heal  him. 
But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea;  for  it  never  can  be  at  rest;  rut  its 
waters  cast  up  filth  and  mire.  There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked* 
Proclaim  aloud,  spare  not ;  like  the  sound  of  a  trumpet,  lift  up  thy  voice;  and 
declare  unto  my  people  their  transgressions,  and  to  the  house  of  Jacos  their 
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sins.  Yet  daily  they  seek  me,  and  desire  to  know  my  ways,  as  a  nation  that 
hath  done  righteousness,  and  hath  not  forsaken  the  ordinance  of  God ;  they 
continually  enquire  of  me  concerning  the  ordinances  of  righteousness ;  they 
take  delight  to  draw  unto  God.  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  and  thou  seest 
not  ?  Have  we  afflicted  our  souls,  and  thou  dost  not  regard  ?  Behold,  in  the 
day  of  your  fasting,  ye  enjoy  pleasure ;  and  all  demands  ye  exact  rigorously. 
Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  contention  ;  and  to  smite  with  the  fist  of 
wickedness ;  hut  ye  fast  not  as  this  day,  to  cause  your  voice  to  he  heard  on 
high.  Is  such,  then,  the  fast  which  I  have  chosen ;  that  a  man  should  afflict 
his  soul  for  a  day  ?  Is  it,  that  he  should  bow  down  his  head  like  a  bulrush, 
and  spread  sackcloth  and  ashes  for  his  couch  ?  Shall  this  be  called  a  fast,  and 
a  day  acceptable  to  the  Lord  ?  Verily,  this  fast  I  choose,  to  dissolve  the  bands 
of  wickedness,  to  loosen  the  oppressive  burthens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed 
[slaves]  go  free;  and  that  ye  should  break  assunder  every  yoke  ;  to  distribute 
thy  bread  to  the  hungry ;  and  bring  the  miserably  poor  afflicted  into  thy 
house ;  when  thou  seest  the  naked  that  thou  clothe  him  ;  and  that  thou  hide 
not  thyself  from  thine  own  flesh.
